ſocucr, vpou painc of incurring his Maieſties high diſpleaſure, and yy leuereſt puniſhment, 
that by thc Lawes and Statutes of this his Maieſties Nealmc of England, oꝛ by his Maieſties 
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Pꝛerogatiue Royal can, oꝛ map be inflicted vpon the Offenders, fo2 their contempt and diſobe- 
diente in this behalkfe. 

And to the intent that the ſayd abuſe of boꝛrowing of Armes, either by ſeuerall Counties, 
92 by ſeuerall Diuiſions in one and the ſame County, may likewiſe be pzenented, His Maie⸗ 
ſties exp2cſle pleaſure is, and he doeth hereby ſtraitly charge and command that no perſon oz 
perſons whatſocucr , ſhall Hereatter boꝛrowany Armes oꝛ Munition, to bee vſed oz imploped 
at any publique Muſters oꝛ Trainings , in any Countie, oꝛ Diuiſion of County, ofthis His 
Maieſties Realme of England, oz Dominion of Wales, but that cuery perſon and perſons, ſhal 
from time to time furniſh him and themſelnes, with ſuch Armour, Weapons, and Muntti⸗ 
on, as 15,02 ſhalbe by the Lo2d Tieutenants, z deputy Lientenants of each Countp, relpectiue⸗ 
ly appointed æ aſſeſſed ; And koꝛ the better ekfecting hereof, His Maieſtie doth herebp charge 
and command the laid Z02d Tieutenants and deputie Licutenants ok each County reſpec- 
tinely,to cauſe a ſeueral diſtintt Marke to be let and ſtampt vpon all the Armes of ach Coun⸗ 
tie, wherebythe lame may be diſtinguiſhed fromthe Armes of other Counties, and like wile to 
cauſe ſcuerall diſtinct Markes to bee ſtampt vponthe Armes of the lencrall Dinſions, and 
Bands of each County, whereby the Armes of one Dunſion and Wand, maybe xnowen 
fromanother, that thereby all parts oitheſe his Maieſties Realmes and Domintons, map 
bee fitly and ſufficiently ſtoꝛed with Armes and Munition, both foz defence , and offence, as 
occaſion ſhall require. 

And his Dateſty doth hereby charge and command alwell all the Officers of his Sa. 
teſttes O2dnance and Armozy, foꝛ that which concerneth them, as all Lozd Eicutenants, 
and deputy Eientenants, and all others to whom it (hall oz may appertaine,to take ſpeciall 
care, to lee this his Maieſties pleaſure put in due exetution accoꝛdingly.
